BYU has officially 
joined the task force 
fighting the mysteries of 
cancer. 

A “Cancer Research 


Center,’’ combining the 
skills of experts in every 
related area, has been 


organized on campus. 


The Center is made up 
of many separate pro- 
jects, each presided over 
by one or two professors 
under the direction of 
Dr. Roland K. Robins. 
With the help of 
graduate students, un- 
dergraduates’ and 
research assistants, the 
battle will take on 
significant proportions. 


“There is a lot more 
really skilled science 
directed toward cancer 
at this university than 
people realize,’ Robins 
says. “The exciting thing 
about cancer research is 
that it gives students in 
many areas — biochem- 
istry, microbiology, viro- 
logy, ete. — a chance to 
study and participate in 
a very difficult problem. 
We cross departmental 
and college lines, which 
is a little unusual.” 


Outside funding 


According to Robins, 
some of the research in 
the Center is being fun- 
ded by outside scientific 
agencies, including the 
American Cancer 
Society and the National 
Cancer Institute. Funds 


for other projects are be- _ 


ing solicited from private 
sources. 

The money is used to 
pay salaries for 
researchers, students, 
graduate students, and 
research assistants, and 
to buy chemicals,

“There’s. a_ tremen- 
dous waste of money in 
the national cancer 
program,’’ he said. 
“Research is being direc- 
ted by the National Can- 
and 
they’ve abolished any 
creativity. There are 
three people in charge of 
doling out funds and 
they have their own 
ideas. 

“Tf researchers don’t 
go along with the way 
they think cancer should 
be investigated, they 
don’t get money. If we 
can obtain funds from 
sources other than the 
federal government, that 


leaves us more 
freedom.” 

Presently, the re- 
searchers are ex- 


perimenting only on 
animals or within test 
tubes. However, Robins 
reports that if experi- 
ments prove successful, 
the professors may take 
their findings and work 
with clinical centers 
throughout the nation in 
human application. 


Tumor causing viruses 


“Probably one of the 
important ap- 
proaches we’re taking is 
in, the area of viruses 
which cause animal 
tumors,” Robins com- 
ments. “It appears that 
the greatest cause of 
neoplasm (cancer) is the 
transformation of nor- 
mal cells to cancer cells. 


-“This transformation 
is possibly induced by 
viruses. If we can inhibit 
or reverse this process, or 
even learn more about it, 
perhaps we can make a 
significant contribu- 
tion.” 

One of those working 
on this problem is Dr. 
James A. North, a mem- 
ber- of, the: BYU 
microbiology faculty. 
North has been studying 
different tumor viruses

been puzzled to observ 
that when different 
animal cells are infected 
with the same kinds of 
viruses, different results 
are obtained. Some cells 
are killed, some are 
transformed into cancer. 


“That’s what makes it 
so hard to study human 
cancer,’ North sighs. 
“Just because cancers do 
something in an animal, 
it doesn’t mean they will 
do the same thing in a 
human.” 


Also focusing on the 
viral side to cancer 
research is Dr. Ron 
Leavitt, who is looking 
at the differences bet- 
ween a normal cell and a 
cancer cell. He wants to 
know why a cell doesn’t 
reject a cancer virus, as 
it will reject other 
viruses. 


Arresting cell growth 


Dr. John Mangum, a 
biochemist, is working 
along lines similar to 
North’s and Leavitt’s. 
He is trying to find dif- 
ferent ways to arrest 
cancer cell growth. 


Inside Mangum’s 
laboratory, his crew is 
hard at work. A pungent 
odor penetrates the. at- 
mosphere. Liquids in 
long glass tubes are boil- 
ing, and from somewhere 
a steady “blip, blip”’ is 
heard. 


Mangun explains that 
certain anti-cancer 
drugs known as ‘“‘an- 
tifolates’” inhibit a par- 
ticular enzyme that is 
necessary to cell growth. 
This ultimately leads to 
the arrest of cancer cell 
growth, and finally to 
ed death of the cancer 
cell. 


“We are investigating 


the possibility that these. 


drugs might also inhibit 
nine other enzymes,” 
Mangum says. “‘This 
would kill the cancer 
cells in perhaps a dif- 
ferent way.” 


He adds that never 
before has there been a 
research group that has 
been able successfully to 
isolate so many en- 
zymes.

Provo city: rural to urban

A few years ago, the only things to be seen above 
the tops of Utah Valley’s box elder and cottonwood 
trees, were the twin smokestacks of Provo City 
Power. 

Now, Provo’s rural look is starting to change. 

Presently, the only sprout on the horizon is the 
just-completed seven story addition to the Utah 
Valley Hospital, but if a recent agreement between 
the city and Provo Plaza Inc. is carried out, a 12- 
story hotel will further establish Provo’s skyline. 


The agreement signed on Jan. 12, between Provo 
City Redevelopment Agency and a U.S.-Canadian 
development firm, set up conditions to insure a 
reliable and logical development of the city’s first 
hotel. 

Ron Madsen, director of Provo City Housing 
Authority and the redevelopment agency, said the 
idea for a hotel-convention center came from a 1975 
retail sales analysis by Coldwell-Banker, a Los 
Angeles real estate and economic development firm. 
“They recommended two areas the city ought to 
take advantage of,’ Madsen said. ““One was in a 
hotel-convention center and the other in speciality 
retail shopping.” 


The city was then referred to a firm called Hotel 
Development Consultants, to help the city deter- 
mine the feasibility of a Hotel and to find a 
developer for the project, Madsen said. 


At the same time, the city put together a citizen’s 
committee, which acted in an advisory role to deter- 
mine what Provo citizens wanted. Madsen said the 
committee recommended the construction of a con- 
vention center, a cultural center, rodeo grounds and 
other things. 


“However, when a city owns such operations, they 
are a constant drain on tax revenues,” he said. Mad- 
sen referred to a convention center in Scottsdale, 
Ariz., which has required heavy city subsidization. 


The citizen’s committee’ also recommended: the 
city work with the development group to put 
together a hotel package that would fill many of the 
rieeds of a convention or cultural center, Madsen 
_said. It also recommended that the city try to get the 
private sector to do as much as they could to help 
out. 


On the committee’s recommendations, the city 
decided to work with Hotel Development Consul- 
tants, who brought in what they thought was the 
best possible combination for the project. 
Westwater, a development firm with a U.S. office in 
Sacramento, and main office in Vancouver, B.C. 
was the developer chosen. 
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- Mads n-said the Westwater.grouphas formed 


Provo Plaza Inc., to develop the hotel project with 
David Fritz as president. 

The city signed an agreement with the developer 
on Jan. 12 which would make it easier for the 
developer to seek financial backing. 3 

Mayor James E. Ferguson said the agreement was 
-signed by Commissioner J. Karl Wignall, who is the 
chairman of the Provo City Redevelopment Agency. 

The agency is composed of the members of the 
City Commission, who “abandon their roles as the 
City Commission and form the redevelopment 
agency.” 

Ferguson said he did not go along with the agree- 
ment, as it was mostly prepared before he came into 
office. The authority to sign the agreement was 
given to Wignall by the former city commission, he 
added. 

However, Ferguson said the agreement will put 
the project at a level where the city will have more 
control. “It’s about the same process as with the an- 
nexation of Heritage Mountain,” he said. “This is 
not the go ahead on our part; it’s in order to have the 
necessary checks and balances every step of the way. 


“Tm not against the project as much as I have 
questions that haven’t been answered,” he said. “I 
want to know what the development scheme is and 
what they’ve done to protect future plans.” 


Ferguson said a possible explanation for his reser- 
vations is the developers are ‘‘not here. The 
dealmaker is: from California.and the developer is 
from Canada. Maybe that’s it.” 


The agreement lists several conditions that have 
to be met in order for the development to take place, 
Ferguson explained. The agency has to approve or 
disapprove each step. Failure to approve or disap- 
prove these steps in the allotted time period con- 
stitutes approval, he added. 

The agreement also outlines that the cost of the 
improvements will be borne by the developer and 
the construction of the- parking structure will be 
-borne by the city. 

Ferguson said the first conditions of the agree- 
ment required that the developers tender a deposit 
of $25,000 to the city as a good faith gesture, and 
a the city execute the agreement. This was done 
Jang de 


Other conditions to be met are: 


— The developer must submit the drawings of the 
basic concept of the project within 30 days. 


— The agency must then approve the drawings 
within 30 days after receiving them. 


— The developer must submit the preliminary 
schematic drawings within the next 30 says. 


— These must receive agency approval in 30 days. 
— The developer must submit evidence of perma- 


nent financing, which includes equity financing and 
mortgage committments within 180 days of the ex- 
ecution of the agreement. 

— The developer must also establish boundaries 
within 180 days of execution of the agreement. 

— The developer must then submit final working 
drawings within a reasonable time. 

— The agency must approve the final drawings 
within 30 days of receipt. 

— The agency must issue bonds or some other 
means of financing the construction of the parking 
facility 270 days after the execution of the agree- 
ment. 

— Construction must be started within 270 days 
of the execution of the agreement. 

— The parking facility must be started within 360 
days of the agreement, and both must be completed 
within two years after the commencement of 
construction. 

Ferguson said if all conditions are met, the city 
must then sell the developers the land. The new 
hotel would then be built on the block between First 
and Second West Streets and between Center Street 
and First North Street. 

In years past, the same area had been considered 
for a retail mall, Ferguson said. The mall would have 
included Sears on one end and a large store on the 
proposed hotel block, with the area in between com- 
prising the mall. 

“Some people still believe it. will be possible, 
Ferguson said. “The hotel people believe it is, but 
not for a mall. They envision a convention center 
concept, with shops around it.” 

Another offer for development of the block was 
from a California group proposing a year-round 
fairgrounds complex. However, Ferguson said this 
would not be good because many of the groups would 
be non-profit organizations and the city would not 


receive any revenue from them. 


The former commission decided the hotel idea 
would be the best, he added. “‘There’s no doubt we 
have a need to use the space, but I’m not sure if it’s 
economically feasible at this time.” 


Many people have claimed there was a great de- 
mand for a convention facility in Provo, . but 
Ferguson said he wants more specifics. “I’m not 
from Missouri, but I’d like people to show me. When 
people say they are getting a lot of inquiries, I want 
to know who and for what.”’ 

However, in spite of the new mayor’s reservations, 
the hotel is on its way to becoming a new sprout on 
Provo’s horizon. The conditions to be met are mostly 
routine and very feasible to complete. But according 
to Madsen, the director of Provo Housing Authority,

BYU’s 96-89 victory 
over Arizona State

It is not known

To one flying low over Provo, the most 
striking section of land visable is a group of 
brick and beige buildings connected by in- 
tertwining sidewalks, poised on a stretch of 
green grass. 

BYU has a different perspective from the 
air. Hurrying from one class to another, the 
length of the campus seems interminable, 
but from the air one can see definite 
peripheries. Very apparent, however, are 
wide spaces within those peripheries. 

This is the way those who plan BYU’s 
building future see it, too, and their current 
emphasis is not on widening those 
peripheries but on making better use of the 
space within them. Construction and plann- 
ing are going on right now to do just that. 

Among the buildings planned are a 12- 
story classroom-office building, a clinics 
building designed to house services to the 
community, a meat and livestock building, 
a new complex of housing for married stu- 
dents, and an addition to the Smith Family 
Living Center. 

Currently under construction are a new 
seven-story addition to Deseret Towers and 
an addition to the David O. McKay 
Building. 3 eee 

All of this activity is taking place under a 
central master plan for the campus. Ex- 
ecutive Vice-President Ben E. Lewis says 
this plan ‘“‘is being continually up-dated. 
The Board of Trustees has approved the 
concept of a master plan, but the one that 
has not been released has buildings 
sketched in that have not been approved. 
They don’t want us releasing a plan of a 
building they haven’t yet approved.” 


Lewis adds that the plan “tries to main- 
tain a mall feeling” and construction is “not 
expanding the peripheries but filling in the 
existing spaces.” 


Lewis has been a supporter of the master 
plan since 1952, the year he joined the ad- 
ministrative staff and became a member of 
the planning committee organized to assess 
the needs of the then-mushrooming BYU 
populace. 

At that time, the campus was on the verge 
of the period of greatest growth it has ever 
seen, and the master plan as it now stands 


was taking shape. From 1951-57, academic . 


floorspace increased from 565,000 square 
feet to 865,000 square feet, and total invest- 
ment of land, buildings, furniture and 
equipment totaled over $25 million. 


Student enrollment jumped from 4,652 in 


ftieizgs 


1950-51 to 28,270 in 1970-71. In February 
1970, the First Presidency set a ceiling of 
25,000 on the student body, and encouraged 
students to attend Ricks and junior colleges 
near their home for their freshman _ year. 
Since then, planners have tried to better 
serve the present. number of students in- 
stead of expanding facilities to accom- 
modate more students. 


Part of better usage of space has included 
centralizing the campus academic 
buildings, according to Lewis. The 12-story 
building (dubbed ‘Replacement Building’ 
because it is designed to take the place of 
the 100,000 square feet lost when BYU sold 
lower campus to Academy Square 
Associates). will make maximum use of 
space while maintaining an-open feeling. 


“We made the decision that if and when 
the right kind of building came along, this 
would be the ideal place for it,” says Lewis. 
“We decided to go higher in the air instead 
of expanding.” 

Details are not ready for release, ac- 
cording to Physical Plant sources, but the 
departments to be generally serviced by the 
building include the College of Social 
Sciences, College of Nursing, and Personal 
and Career.Assistance Services. 


Exact footage of the high-rise was not 
released, but Paul Rasmussen of Physical 
Plant explained that the building would oc- 
cupy ‘“‘most of the northern part of the quad 
—it extends past the center point.” It will 
be flanked on the east and west by the 
David O. McKay Building and the Eyring 


Science Center. 


Architects’ drawings are now being made, 
according to Lewis, but will probably not be 
released until bidding by prospective con- 
tractors is completed. 


The Comprehensive Clinics Building will 
stand in the area now used as a ‘D’ parking 
lot-on 900 East, due east of the Law School. 
The construction will be on the edge of the 
BYU periphery to better accommodate 
members of the community who will utilize 
several services there, ranging from psy- 
chology and marriage counseling to help 
with communicative disorders and early 
childhood education. 


Construction is now progressing on the 
addition to the David O. McKay Building, 
which will connect with the existing struc- 
¢ure at its north end. The three-story struc- 
ture will match the original building in ap- 
pearance and width, but will extend it 50 
feet. Classrooms and observation rooms will 
comprise the third level. Group study, 
reading, math, and language arts 


laboratories will occupy the second level, 
and a learning resource center will make up 
the first level. 

Those three buildings will add up to ap- 
proximately 165,000 square feet, according 
to President Oaks, who made the announce- 
ment of building plans in a faculty con- 
ference at BYU. He added that this footage 
is around three-fourths the area of the 
Harold B. Lee Library. 

In more a tenative stage of planning is the 
Leo Ellsworth Meat and Livestock Building, 
named in honor of a Florida rancher/farmer 
who donated funds for the structure. It will 
join other buildings in the Animal Science 
area north of campus, adjacent to Univer- 
sity Avenue. 

On-campus housing has always been an 
area of need at BYU, and two current pro- 
jects are underway to partially cope with 
this problem. 


Houses were moved in the fall to accom- 


_ modate expansion of the Deseret Towers 


Complex. “Building W” will add spaces for 
265 women, bringing to 1849 the total stu- 
dents housed in the complex. The new 
seven-story structure will be located directly 
south of Callis Hall, facing 1230 North. 


Word has been that the new housing plan- 
ned for married students would be an addi- 
tion to the present Wymount. Terrace, but 
Rasmussen explains that the apartment 
complex, now in the planning stages, will be 
“a separate entity’ north of the Wymount 
project. 

Physical Plant sources declined to 
describe any additional construction that 
has not been previously announced. 
However, they said the- master plan 
tenatively outlines further development. 

“We'll be having more buildings announ- 
ced in the future, but I’m in no position to 
make any announcement right now,” says 
Lewis. ‘““You should know that we are work- 
ing in the framework of a master plan; its 
not a set document but gives us a general 
guideline.” 

Those general guidelines have not always 
been kept under tight security, as a Daily 
Universe-published master plan from 1958 
shows. Among the ‘Desired buildings —not 
yet approved’ listing there are an adult 
education center, 
where the north end of the Jesse Knight 
Building is now, and a Biological and 
Agricultural Sciences Center on the present 
site of the Wilkinson Center. Another addi- 
tion that appeared on master plans as late 
as 1970 was an auditorium where the La 
School has now been erected. _
